“T have been employed as assistant 
building inspector for the past two 
years and was given notice of dismis- 
sal to take effect May 31st, 1914, to 
make an opening in? the department 
for a friend of the superintendent, 
who has already been engaged. There 
was no cause given for my dismissal. 
My work has given satisfaction and is 
aut the present time. This is the 
third or fourth employee that has 
been dismissed to make room for the 
superintendent's friends, since I have 
been working for the city. 1 might 
say that if thefe was any good rea- 
son for my being treated in this man- 
ner, I would not have appealed to 
your honorable body for justice. 

Has Abused Ratepayers. 

“I would like to say that the state 
of affairs in the building = in- 
spector’s department is disgraceful 
and should be lavestigated at once. 
The head of the department has often 
used the most foul language in abus- 
ing ratepayers who have come __ inty 
his office to do business with the city. 
This is very embarrassing to say the 
least both for the meople so abused 
and the employees under him. 

“Regarding the ehforcement of 
building by-laws. These have been 
violated in every way. Take one of 
our theatres, for instance. The 
Wooden forms that hold the concrete 
in place until it sets nave never been 
removed fromthe rooef-of the thea- 
tre, The cntractors started to re- 
move them, Dit a portion of the con- 
crete ‘roof. collapsed, and the rest 
were never taken off and they still re- 
main to support the roof. The sup- 
erintendent cannot swear that the 
roof wilt stay up there or will come 
down on the heads of the people. 
There are connections in the steel 
part of the building that have not 
got a rivet-in them and all kinds of 
places with very few bolts, if any. 
These things should have all been 
looked into before the building was 
occupied. The superintendent. con- 
sidered his friends first and the safety 
of the public afterwards;

Increases in the water rates, as 
recommended by Commigsioner Chal- 
mers and already published, were ap- 
proved and ordered into effect by Juiy 
lst, by the council last night.

OFTHE STORSTAD 


L. A. Gosselin, K.C., Says Captain 
and Crew Made No Effort 
to Aid Victims 


Quebec, June 2.—"For God's sake, 
man, can't you do somethin® to help 
these people?” 

These words, according to his own 
story, were spoken by Louis A. Gosse- 
lin, K. C., Of Montreal, to the skipper 


of the Storstad, which vessel he reach- 
ed in a collapsibie boat. half an hour 
at least after the ill-fated Empress 
had disappeared, “And,” said Mr. 
Gosselin, “the captain merely lo ked 
at me, and so far as I can see, did 
nothing.” 

Mr. Gosselin spoke bitterly of the 
treatment which those survivors who 


reached the Storstad received 
Will Give Evidence Under Oath, 
“There Is not a word I can sav to 


you that If am not willing to swear to 
if there is an inquiry,” he added. “I 
did not see a boat launched from he 
Storstud and 1 did not see « hand lift- 
od tu help a survivor, except two sail- 
ors, Who ,after IT had addressed them 
gnany times, helped me haul the weak 
and wounded on board.” 

In telling of his experiences Mr. 
Gosselin said Was on the

deck of the Empress 1 y the Stor- 
stad draw out from the Empress and 
back away from her, She went 
around the Empress and we must 
have done the same, for we soon pick- 


ed up (Mr, Ken who had jumped off 
on the port side of the Empress. We 
rowed for the Storstad ,and got to her 
in short time half an hour, No one 
helped us up the gangway. 


“When IT aot on deck T helped to 
draw others tp who came along in 
the boats One boat arrived with 
sume wornen who were exhausied aid 
1 threw them down a rope and hauled 
them up.” 

Where was the captain of the tor- 
stad’?” 

“He was on a platform, not a regue 
lar bridge, but a platform,” 

“Was there any excitement on the 
Storstad? Did the crew seem worried 
ever her injuries?” 

“Not a bit. All the crew” were 


standing idle, doing nothing. At last 
I sald to the captain: ‘For God's sake, 
can't you do something to help those 
people,’ and then two of the crew 
helped me of their own accord. The 
captain did not say a word to me. [ 
was about two hours on the Storstad, 
and I didn't see a boat launched. Pos- 
sibly some may have been but 1 didn't 
see them 

“lee water and other refreshments 
were given to those saved but on the 
whole the crew of the Storstad was 
brutally indifferent to the sufferings of 
the unfortunate people who escaped 
from the Empress.” 


(Mr. Gosselin was not alone in his 


condemnation of the Storstad crew, 
necording to Chief Engineer Holloway 
of the Canadian ov “velph ratiway. 
The latter, whose mother was drown- 


ed, declared that Dr, Grant, of the 
impress, and G, B, Henderson, of 
Montreal ,were ready to contirm Mr, 
Gossel'n’s story. 

Lionel Kent, manager of the Ener- 
gite Explosive company of Widdiftield, 
(int., says that many of the women 
were assured after the collision that 
there was no danger, 

Discussing ahe part the Storstad 
played in the tragedy (Mr. Kent said: 

“When I first went out the Storstad 
was less than fifty feet away from us, 
Then they went up around our bow 
and eventually came to about a quar- 
ter of a mile away on the port side. I 
cannot understand their attitude in 
this case When their lights first 
showed there, people thought the ves- 
sel had come to rescue them and ex- 
clamations of relief came from all 
sides. Some said ‘God bless you'—as 
though the boat could hear. But not 
a single boat was put out until about 
daylight, when two little white boats 
put out. They may have had their 
own troubles about which we know 
nothing ,butto the most of us it seom- 
ed curious, 

“TL was picked up and taken, to the 
Storstad, Captain Anderson, who is a 
bis man ,stood stolid and silent at tho 
top of the gangway as we came up. He 
may bave been feelinw very deeply in- 
deep, but he did not betray any of his 
feelings to us. In fact, the whole crew 
standing in knots about the deck, 
seemed to treat the whole thing as a 
matter of course.”

The discovery of oil in this Province is likely to be of great assistance 


to the’ Province, introducing, as it is sure to do, large sums of capital, 
which will be employed in the development of tha induatay, betides af- 
fordiag a new source of heat, light and power. It is to We h that this 
development will not lead to wild speculation or to frauds, which too often 
follow upon such discoveries. 

Ih Saskatchewan there is an increase of 160,000 acres in the wheat 
area, and there is an increase in oats of no less than 300,000 acres. Barley 
and flax do not show an equal expansion. The cattle industry is satisfac- 
tory. Crop condilivus generaiiy may ve looked upon as most encouraging.” 
In Manitoba there is no increase in the crop acreage ; the quantity 
stands at about the same——6,300,000 acres, of which half is in wheat, but 
this acreage is but a very small proportion of the 74,000,000 of acres 
which, it is estimated, is fit for farm land. Manitoba is now an old-timer. 
Progress is more striking in regard to the growth of manufacturing indus- 
tries; the creation of electric energy, to say nothing of the great strides 
made by Winnipeg as an emporium and in attaining to the position of be- 
ing one of the greatest, if not the greatest, grain centres In the world. 


In the Province of Quebec hay and clover aré the principal agricultural — 


products ; ‘oats follow with a substantial yield. In this Province, as a@ 
result of the large amount.of Government money-——upwards of ‘$2,000,000 
—which has been expended in improving the roadways of the Province, the 
farmer has been helped to market his products, and has been given easy 
access to financial centres. It is unfortunate that this policy has not been 
adopted by other Provinces as heartily as it has been in the Province of 
Quebec. The prospects for an excellent harvest are exceptionally good. 
The prosperity enjoyed by the agricultural population of Quebec and by 
the people generally of that Province is the result of Qndustry and thrift 
on the’part of the population rather than of the richness of the soil or of 
weather conditions. The acreage in Quebec under hay and clover is about 
3,000,000 ; oats claim 1,300,000, with 600,000 devoted to’all other kinds 


of vegetables and grains. 

The interests of British Columbia are not so much bound up in agrt- 
culture as they are in lumbering, mining and fisheries. These last three 
furnish 75% of the total amount lized from the various industries. The 
lumber Interests have been sorelf tried by the present policy of "Free 
lumber, which has almost driver, Canadian lumber companies off the 

Jains; the absence’of an outside market makes matters so much worse. 
he lumber interests deserve some efforts on the part of the Dominion 


Government to find new markets, particularly eo in view of the fact that in 
r Provinces the lumbor interests

/ It is estimated that the population of Canada as on 3ist March, , 
amounted to ,075,000, as compared with 7,768,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1913. There was an actual addition to the population by 
immigration of 384,878, of whom 142,622 were British, 107,530 came 
from the United States, and 134,726 from other countries. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE, 


here has been a falling off in the revenue of the Dominion for April, 
ae compared with April, 1913, and for the year which ended 31st 
March, 1914, there was a falling off as compared with the same period of 
1918 from $168,690,000 to $162,521,000. The amount realized was, 
however, nec only sufficient to meet all expenditures on Consolidated Fund 
Account, but furnished $45,000,000 out of the $56,000,000 required for 
capital expenditure. It is gratifying to note that the total {mports 4 
the financial year fell short of the previous year by over $40,000,000, av 
that the exports of the year exceeded the exports of 1913 by $38,000,000-- 
the total balance of trade against Canada for the twelve months was only 
$172,000,000, as compared with $300,000,000 for the year ending 31st 
March, 1913. The adverse balance has been more than provided for by 
large borrowings abroad on the part of the. Provinces, Municipalities, Rail- 
way Companies, etc., and it has not occasioned the slightest strain upon 
the financial resources of the Dominion. 
UNITED STATES. 


The amendments to the Banking Laws of the United States and the 
incorporation of the ‘Federal Reserve Hanks’ have already inspired con- 
fiderice throughout the United States, and have removed: for the time 
being, at any rate, all fears of money etringency, the regtiIt of the crop 
movements, which has more than qpce intercepted the flow of prosperity. 
The Federal Reserve Banks will furnish all other Banks who are members 
of the Reserve Bank System with facilities for borrowing on stort notice 
upon auch of théir assets as consist pf ‘‘negotiable paper jesued or drawn 
for agricultural, industrial or commercial purposes,” and New York and 
Chicago will no longer be called upon to bear the whole sirain and re- 
sponsibility of East, West, North and South. I have gone carefully over 
the ‘Federal Reserve Act,” and although it contains features which might 
be criticized adversely, yet on the whole it is a great piece of ‘legislation, 
and has removed many of the dangers which are incidenta} to the National 
Bank System, but without leaning in the direction of encouraging unhealthy 
expansion. It places at the disposal of every section of the community and 
of every industrial and agricultura) centre not only the whole Reserves of 
the District to which they are tributary, but the surplus funds of every
